Manila, May 12.^Lieut. "Winfield 
Harper and 39^ men of Company F of 
the 17th infantry were caught on May 
8 in an ambush by several hundred 
Moros. Two American oflScers and 15 
men were killed and five men were 
wounded. The ambush occurred at 
Simpatem, on. the east shore of Lake 
Liguasan, Island of Mindanao. 

The officers killed in the ambush 
were First I.ieut. Harry A. Woodruff 
and Second Lieut. Joseph H. Hall, 
both of the Seventh infantry. 

(Lieut. Woodruff was born in Indi- 
ana and entered the service from the 
state of New York. Lieut. Hall d^as 
born in Alabama and was promoted 
to his lieutenancy from the ranks).

Carbondale, 111., May 12. — In an ex- 
plosion Wednesday at the shaft of the 
Big Muddy Coal and Iron Co. in Her- 
rin, five men were killed outright, five 
soripusly injured and 20 others slight- 
ly injured. i 

The dead are: John Miller, Djck 

Reins, Fritz Seiberg, Evan , Williams 
and Thomas Green. ,, 

Fatally injured: ^ John Swofford, 
Frank Lazonia and Angelo Scaronia. 

The disaster was one of the most 
serious in the history of the ^oal in- 
dustry in this section for many years. 
Six kegs of powder had been placed 
in the mine during the time interven- 
ing between the night and day shifts, 
for. distribution! to the' men in the 
morning. John Miller, a driver, had 
charge of the distribution of the ex- 
plosives, j , / 

Ten minutes afteri Miller was sup- 
posed to have accomplished his task, 
the electric current which runs the 
machines was turned on and the explo- 
sion followed. It is supposed that 
through some mistake the current was 
switched on before Miller had distrib- 
uted the powder. / ^ , 

Preparations were hurriedly made 
by the men on top to learn the fate 
of their 40 or more companions below. 
On reaching the passageway they’ 
were met by a"* frightful sight. The 
body of Miller, the driver, was liter- 
ally torn to pieces. Eyan Williams 
was found only a short distance from 
Miller, and ‘four of those whose, injur- 
ies may. prove' fatal were found in the 
same vicinity. The three others kill- 
ed were farther from the pit land not 
so badly ^disfigured. The' injured men 
were 'found in all , parts of the ipine. 
jThe dead and injured} w^re taken to 
the top as rapidly as’possible, thei dead' 
to an improvised morgue andf the in- 
jured tO}^ their homes or boarding 
'houses. I . - 1 ' »

A recent issue of the Shelbyville Illi- 
nois, Democrat contains a long and in- 
teresting letter from Mr. Elias Kost, 
formerly a prosperous farmer of that 
state, who recently emigrated to West- 
ern Canada, taking up a claim for him- 
Belf and for each of his three sons. 

From Mr, Kost’s letter, which was 
^’ritten Feb. 3, 1904, we publish the 
following, believing it will prove of great 
interest to those \^o have contemplated 
settling in the Canadian Northwest: 

“I had in August, 1902, secured a claim 
for mj self, and filed on three quarter 
sections for my sons. My claim is one- 
half mile south of the Edmonton and 
L»ake St. Anne trail. 

“Coming so late in the season we had 
little opportunity to break and to pre- 
pare ground for a first year’s crop, 
still we raised over 100 bushels of very 
fine potatoes, and sowed a few acres 
of barley, but the season was too far 
advanced for the barley. However, we 
secured good feed from it, and on rented 
ground 18 miles east of us, raised a fine 
crop of oats, so that we will have plenty 
of feed for horses. We cut about 60 tons* 
of hay and thus will have an abundance. 
We have, all told, about 240 acres of hay- 
meadow, which would yield the past 
year over three tons to the acre, and in 
an ordinary season the meadow would 
furnish 600 tons of hay. The grass is 
very nutritious, and cattle on the ranges 
become very fat without being fed a 
pound of grain. 

“On the upland the grass grows from 
eight to ten inches tall. This is called 
range grass, and is suitable for stock 
at any time, even in the winter when 
the ground is not covered too deep with 
snow. Horses subsist on it alone, at 
all times, provided they are native 
stock. The grass in the hav meadows

’s Tokio correspond- 
ent declares that Port Arthur will be 
bombarded with heavy guns and that 
a concentrated assault will be made on 
a well-known vulnerable point in the 
defense. 

St. Petersburg, May 12. — Impending 
events of great importance to the mili- 
tary situation in Manchuria are fore- 
shadowed in official dispatches given 
out late Wednesday night by the war 
commission. 

On May 8 the Japanese forces cau- 
tiously moved from Feng Wang Cheng 
toward Hai Cheng, which is 32 miles 
east by north of New Chwang, and it 
is the opinion of the general staff that 
they should certainly reach their desti- 
nation within two days. If the Japan- 
ese occupy Hei Cheng, with Port Ar- 
thur effectively cut off, New Chawng, 
which the Russians have already dis- 
mantled, would pass into their hands. 
'The entire Liao Tung peninsula, in 
fact, save Port Arthur, and perhaps 
Raiping, would be commanded by 
them. 

The satisfaction felt at the re-estab- 
lishment of communication with Port 
Arthur is increased by the knowledge 
that a train load of ammunition has 
been safely delivered to the fortress. 
This was done in the presence of the 
enemy’s army which landed at Pit- 
w'eso and which is apparently on the 
eve of being reinforced by aifbther di- 
vision on boacd 30 transports now ly- 
ing off Port Adams.

He actually has at his disposal 
not mope than 150,000 men, exclusive 
of the garrison at Port Arthur, which 
consists of 30,000, and the garrison at 
New Chwang of 15,000.

Coroner’s Inquest Held on the 
Remains. 

\ 

The Jury Returned a Verdict That 

“He Came to His Death by the 
Accidental Discharge of 
His Own Pistol.’” 

- Bristol, Tenn., May 11. — The shrunk- 
en and decay body of Edw. L. Wentz, 
of Philadelphia, was literally taken to 
pieces Tuesday afternoon by physi- 
cians and detectives in the course of 
the coroner’s inquest, which was 'be- 
gun at 4 o’clock in the dark cavern of 
Black mountain. 

Young Millionaire Wentz mysteri- 
ously disappeared October 14, 1903, 
and his body was found Sunday near 
Kelly View within a mile of the place 
where he was last seen alive. Wentz 
was in charge of his father’s mines in 
Wise county. Since his disappearance 
more than $50,000 has been offered for 
any news of him. 

The startling feature of the inquest 
was the discovery of a 32-caliber pistol 
ball in the body which might have 
I been discharged from the empty pistol 
of the same caliber found 18 feet from 
the remains. The ball had passed 
through the fifth rib, entering in 
front,- had penetrated the heart, a 
' back rib and lodged in the muscles of 
the back one and a half inches from 
the spine. Several holes were found 
in the clothing where other bullets en- 
tered but beneath them the body was 
i intact. The right hand was missing 
I and was probably borne away by wild 
I beasts. A white pearl button, which 
could not have belonged to the mur- 
i derer, was found nearby . 
j There is little doubt that the ball 
penetrated the heart, as the physicians 
found evidence of hemorrhage in that 
portion of the body and an immense 
amount of blood congested back of the 
lungs. Detectives on the scene made 
careful examination of the pistol, fincl- 
I ing it to be a Smith & Wesson, No. 
85-0-50. Two cartridges were on ei- 
ther side of the hammer, but . the* 
chamber under the hammer contained 
an empty shell, as well as the two low- 
1 er chambers. 

It was stated Tuesday by persons 
close to the Wentz family that the 
I question of reward will be settled as 
j to the amount and time of payment 
after the verdict is render#!. There is 
a great difference of opinion as to the 
cause of Wentz’s death, whether acci- 
dental, suicide or murder. Many be- 
lieve it was suicide. 

I Bristol, Tenn., May 12. — “He came to 
his death by the accidental discharge 
of his own pistol,” is the verdict of the 
coroner’s jury, which for nearly two 
days has been investigating the cir- 
cumstances and conditions surround- 
ing the death of EMward L. Wentz, the 
young millionaire, whose body was dis- 
covered decayed and unburied on a 
spur of Black mountain last Sunday 
afternoon. The verdict came as a sur- 
prise in every quarter, as the great 
majority of the people who heard the 
j evidence and examined conditions sur- 
! rounding the body as it lay on the 
: mountain, believe the cause to have 
! been suicide, while there are many 
j others who say there is crime so deep 
, and cunning as to make the affair more 
mysterious than ever. 

EMINENT PHYSICIAN DEAD. 

Dr. Robert Bartholow Expired After 
a Lingering Illness. 

Philadelphia, May 11. — 'Dr. Robert 
Bartholow, the eminent physician and 
emeritus professor of materia medlca, 
general therapeutics and hygiene of 
.Jefferson medical college, died at his 
home here Tuesday night after a lin- 
gering illness. Dr. Bartholow, who 
was born in Maryland in 1831 and was 
graduated from the University of Ma- 
ryland, was dean of the Ohio medical 
college at Cincinnati from 1864 to 
1879. He was the author of many 
medical works. 1 

Ended His Life. 

St. Louis, May 11.— Capt. Walter Al- 
len, 'of St. Louis, connected with the 
World’s fair Jefferson guards, and a 
brother of “Private” John H. Allen, na- 
tional World’s fair commissioner from 
Mississippi, committed * suicide late 
Tuesday by shooting himself through 
the heart in a room in the dormitory 
of the Washington university, now 
utilized by the exposition. He left a 
note stating that ill health had driven 
him to commit the act.

John F. Wallace Appointed By the 
Panama Canal Commission. 



When He Besorts to the “Brogue'’ 
Andrew Can Get the Best of 
Them Balled Up. 



Trial of the Famous Case Begun 
at Rising Sun, Ind. 



Washington, May 11. — Adm. Walk.»r, i 
president of the Panama canal com 
mission, received a telegram Tuesday i 
from John Findley Wallace, of Chi- 
cago, general manager of the Illinois 
Central railroad, accepting the ap-i 
pointiAent of chief engineer in charge 
of the construction of the canal. Me 
Wallace will receive a salary of $25,- 
OOO a year. 

“Mr. Wallace has been considered 
for some time by members of the ca-. 
nal commission for the position of 
chief engineer,” said Adm. W’alker. 
"No one stands higher in his profes- 
sion or is better equipped to take up . 
the work mapped out than he, and the 
commission is to be congratulated on 
.securing the services of such a man.” 

Mr. 'Whllace will take up his work 
With the commission on June 1. Ho 
will arrive in Washington on or before 
that date and for the present will have 
his office at the headquarters of tho 
commission in this city. 

It Is estimated that about two years 
will he required to complete the sur- 
veys, make the estimates of cost and 
ulecide on the .final plans. In round 
figures the canal will cost $200,000,000 
and will require ten years to complete 
it. Aside from the engineers, machin- 
ists and other skilled labor the con- 
struction work will give employment 
to 50,000 men. 

Possibly the most important quali- 
fications possessed by Mr. Wallace is 
his ability and tact in the management 
uf men. For several years all ques- 
tions involving the matter of labor and 
the control of labor organizations in 
the entire system of th6 Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad Co. have devolved upon 
Mr. Wallace for settlement. The 23 
different labor organizations found 
among the employes of the Illinois 
Central have always had the most im- 
plicit confidence in his decisions. As 
evidence of this, it can be stated that 
they have never in a single Instance* 
appealed from his decisions to higher 
authorities since he has been general 
manager of the road. 

The appointment of Mr. Wallace as 
chief engineer of the canal means his 
practical resldoiioe on the isthmus 
while the canal fe being built. He will 
depart for the sbene of his new work 
almost immediatoly, probably not la- 
ter than the mididle of June.

Rising Sun, Ind., May 10.— The fa- 
mous Gillespie murder case has at last 
come to trial. When Judge Downes' 
formally opened court, the little hall 
of justice was crow’ded with excited 
spectators, who stood in crowds to get 
a glimpse of the four prisoners — Jas. 
Gillespie, Mr. and Mra.« Myron Bar- 
hour and Mrs. Belle Seward, who are 
charged with the murder of Miss 
Elizabeth Gillespie, , twin sister of 
James. 

This is the first time in the history 
of Indiana, and probably the first in 
the history of America, in which one 
of twins was accused of the murder of 
the other. 

A majority of those who had been 
summoned in the venire were excused 
because they said they did not believe 
In capital punishment. The defense is 
represented by Capt. J. B. Coles, his 
daughter, Cynthia Coles, and Marion 
Griffith. Those who are prosecuting 
the now famous case are Theodore 
Wulber, prosecuting: attorney of Ohio 
county; Cassius and Harry McMullen 
and Henry W. Splaan, a noted crimi- 
nal attorney of Indianapolis. 

— In the 
Gillespie case the ;wqrk of securing a 
jury was resumed at 9 o’clock Tues- 
day morning.

Attorney 
Spaan’s motion to remove Jones from 
the jury was sustained by Judge Dow- 
ney. The motion was a long typewrit- 
ten document, and recited that Oscar 
Jones’ mother was a first cousin of the 
mother of William Seward, husband 
of Belle Seward, one of the defendants 
Jn the present case. William Seward 
is dead, but Attorney Spaan cited prec- 
edents and authorities to show that 
the relationship still continues. In 
fact, -he' proved that in Indiana rela- 
tionship continues up to the fifth de- 
gree, and is recognized in court. 

Attorney Thomas Shay made a mo- 
tion that all four defendahts*in the Gil- 
lespie case be dismiss^ at once. He 
said that according td the Indiana lawe 
the quartet now un^er indictment are 
as good as freed. Shay contended that 
the removal of Oscar Jones as a juror 
has changed the entire cqmplexipn of 
the icasej and that his ^clients cah not 
again be? placed in jeopardy. He said 
that Jones is 'not I’elated to any of i the 
defendants, , BO relationship has been 
proved, and ;^that^ the laws from tho 
earliest perlod'of Indiana will show nu- 
merous precedents why the quartet of 
Indicted ’persons shou'ld dismissed. 
The motion of Mr, Shay caused a sen- 
sation in the courtroom, and after 
Judge Downey rapped for order he 
overruled it.

Washington, May 11. — A report on 
the progress, of the beet sifear indus- 
try in 1903, prepared by tne depart- 
ment of agriculture, shows ‘there has 
been an increase in the number of beet 
sugar factories in the United States 
from 43 at the close of 1902 to 56 at 
the beginning of 1904. According to 
the report the sugar beet crop of 1903 
amounted to a little more than 2,000,- 
000 tons harvested from 242,576 acres, 
the average j’ield being about 8V2 tons 
to the acre. The prices received for 
beets ranged from |4.50 to $5.60 per 
ton, the average being nearly $5.
